BRITISH VERSION DISPUTED. 
Amsterdam, April 16.—It is assert- 
#ed In a dispatch received here, f r o m 
Berlin that various

Wa.shington, April 16.—All wireless 
telegraph stations not operated by the 
government were ordered 
dismantled 
during the w a r today by direction of 
the secretary of the navy. 
Failure of 
owners to comply will result in confis- 
cation of equipment.

department to take ovei- all radio sta- 
tions.

says: 
"All licenses for radio stations 
on shore are suspended for the dura- 
tion of the war. 
The secretary o\" the 
navy has directed that during tho war 
all radio, sending and receiving sta- 
tions, other than those operated by the 
United States government be closed. 
A station is 
considered 
closed 
only 
when its antenna is lowered, coiled and 
sealed;,ground connection broken and 
the a p p a r a t u s dismantled and packed 
away. 
It is incumbent upon the own- 
ers themselves to close their stations. 
Failure to close stations will result in 
its apparatus being confiscated by the 
government. 
The owners of a gtat'on 
operating in defiance of this order will 
be under suspicion of an enemy alien. 
It is requested that full publicity be 
given this notice, in order that all per- 
sons may be acquainted with these re- 
quirements."

ADMIKAIi GJiOKGK DEWEY. 


All America mourned the death last 
.Tanuary of Admiral Geoige 
Dewey, 
hero of Manila bay and highest rank- 
ing officer of the United States. 


Dewey's success was due to thor- 
ough 
schooling 
and 
discipline. 
île 
was born in Alontpeiler, Vt., Dec. L't), 
1837, and v.'as trained at Norwich )Iil- 
itary academy at Annapolis. 
He be- 
came lieutenant in 1861 and wa.s un- 
der Admiral Farragut on his famous 
drive to New Orleans. 


Commander Smith of the 
Missis- 
sippi did not know the channel, so he 
called on Dewfcy for help.

Dewey did not, but he an- 
swered, "Yes."

Dewey went -straight for the enemy. 
The Spanish forts and ships belched 
fire at him, hut ho moved on closer 
without firing a shot. 


When near enough, Dewey turned 
to Capt. Gi-idley of the Olympia and 
quietly said: 


"You may fire when you are ready, 
Gridley." 


Inmiediately tho guns of the Asiatic 
fleet opened lire and when the battle 
was over, si.\ hours later. Dewey found 
not an American was lost and only 
'i-even wounded, while 200 Spaniards 
wfere killed and between 500 and 700 
wounded. 


Dewey's victory tS,-as the 
greatest 
event of the war. 
Congress made him 
admiral by .special act, in 1S99, and 
the whole country sang his praise. He 
retired from active service and became 
a member of the naval advisory board, 
which office he held when he died.

THE BILL OF RIGHTS.

The United States constitution and 
m a n shall have the right to the "law- 


overy state constitution have a bill of 
lights which 
is designed to 
protect 
certain rights of life, liberty and prop- 
erty whicli f r o m long 
usage 
people 
have come 
to recognize as 
sacred. 
Many of these rights have become so 
intimately a part of the people!s con- 
science and life that 
a 
violation of 
them is hardly possible even without 
constitutional 
check, 
but the people 
m a k e doubly sure by clearly declaring 
them in their constitutions. 


F o r centuries the struggle for reli- 
gious freedom ragect throughout 
the 
world and was finally settled forever 
in favor of freedom. F r o m the earliest 
state constitution 
the 
principle 
has 
been embodied in 
the 
fundamental 
laws of the states and we recognize 
it universally. 


"All men shall have the right 
to 
worship God according to the dictates 
of their own consciences." 


"No preference shall be 
given 
by 
law to any creed and no m a n shall be 
compelled to attend, erect, or support 
any place of woi-ship against his con- 
sent." 


"No religious test shall be required 
as a qualification for any office."" 


No money shall be drawn f r o m the 
treasury for the support of any reli- 
gious or theological institution." 


Thus run the phrases of the bill of 
rights of Indiana in safeguarding reli- 
gious freedom again the assaults of 
bigotry and 
prejudice. 


These provisions in the state con- 
stitution 
protect 
againvst 
state 
and 
local laws Jnd official acts while sim- 
ilar provisions in the federal 
consti- 
tution protect against the laws and 
acts of the federal government. 


The right to speak and Avrite freely 
one's 
opniion 
is guaranteed 
by 
all 
modern 
constitutions subject only to 
the limitation that a person shall be 
liable for the abuse of the privilege. 
Free speech is the corner-stone of Eng- 
lish liberty and we inherited it and 
f u r t h e r strengthened it by bold asser- 
tion of the right. 
Throughout 
our 
whole history 
it 
has been fostered. 
"\Ve have allowed 
grave 
abttses 
at 
times because it seemed better to al- 
low error and abuse to correct error 
and abuse rather than to 
interfere 
with a right so fundamental. 


The United 
States constitution de- 
clares, "Congress shall make no law 
. 
. 
. 
abridging 
the 
freedom 
of 
speech of the pres.s" and the Indiana 
state constitutiDn declares that: 
"Xo 
law shall 
be passed 
restraining 
the 
free interchange of thought and opin- 
ion or restricting the right to speak, 
write oi- print freely on any subject 
whatever, but for the abuse 
of 
that 
right every person shall be responsi- 
ble." 


In the excitement 
of 
great crises 
and in the turmoil of politics there is 
often danger 
that 
the majority 
in 
power may attemi)t to suppress indi- 
vidual opinion or the oinnion of 
the 
minority. 
Sometimes 
there 
appears 
justification 
for 
such 
action 
when 
vicious attacks are made such as tliose 
which were hurled against Washing- 
ton and Lincoln in times of national 
distress; but in the long run, freedom 
to express the right opinion is better 
than the power to suppress the wrong 
opinion. 
"The 
power 
to 
suppress 
opinion 
is 
illegitimate." 
said 
John 
Stuart INIill in his great work. 
"On 
I.iborty." 
"The best government 
has 
no moVe title to it than the worst." 


:Men may nut slanget- nor libel other 
nicn 
without 
standing 
the 
con.se- 
quences. 
Free speecli and press 
is 
not a license to produce 
falsehoods 
about others 
with 
impunity. 
Every 
man has a constitutional right to ap- 
peal to the courts to^ protect him in 
his person, property or reputation. 
It 
is not to protect miscreants who slan- 
der and libel but to enable people to 
publish the truth for justifiable ends. 
Primarily it is a 
protection 
against 
arbitrary action 
of any 
government 
which seeks to suppress opinions con 
trary to its purposes. 


"Every man's house is his castle." 
is a phrase which expresses the righ: 
of the people to be 
secure in 
thei 
homes against any imlawful interfer 
ence. 
It is an intolerably condition 
when public officials or police offcers 
may enter a man's house to make a 
search without a warrant. 


Americans 
have 
protested 
against 
any such searches and from the days 
when 
English 
officers claimed 
the 
ri^'lit to search the honies of the colo- 
nists for smuggled goods it has been 
a cardinal 
principle. 
In those 
days 
James Otis, who left the employ of the 
crown to defend the colonists who re- 
sisted search under the "writs of as- 
sistance" declared: 
"Now one of the 
most essential 
branches 
of 
English 
liberty is the freedom of one's house, 
and whilst he is quiet, he is as well 
guarded 
as a prince in his 
castle." 
ThiK writ if it should be declared legal 
would totally annihilate this privilege. 
C u s t o m h o u s e 
officers may enter our 
houses when 
they 
please. 
We 
are 
commanded 
to permit 
their 
entry. 
Their menial servants may enter, may 
break locks, bars and everything in 
their way. 
. 
. 
. 
It appears to me 
the worst 
instrument 
of 
arbitrary 
power, the most destructive of English 
' liberty and the fundamoVital principle 
I of law that ever 
was 
found 
in 
an 
English law book." 


To safeguard those rights forever, 
' the federal constitution declared "The 
right of the pebple to be secured in 
. their persons, houses, papers and ef- 
i fects against 
unreasonable 
searches 
i and seizures shall not be violated and 
no warrants shall issue, but upon prob- 
able cause, supported by oath and affir- 
mation, and particularly describing the 
place to be searched and the persons 
or things to be seized." 
This clause 
protects against search and seizure by 
federal officials and not against search 
and seizure by state officials but In- 
diana adopted exactly the same clause 
in its constitution and thus safeguard- 
ed the people against any search ex- 
cept upon a w a r r a n t properly issued 
to search a particular place for par- 
ticular things. 


Tho right of triaj by jury came to 
us out of the struggle of tho English 
people for liberty and was adopted by 
this country 
without 
change. 
Our 
constitutions safeKuard Uils ri^Kt as it 
¿1 


ful judgment of his peers.' 


"In all criminal prosecutions, 
the 
accused 
shall enjoy the right 
to 
a 
speedy and public trial by an impartial 
jury of the state and district wherein 
The crime shall have been committed, 
which district shall have been 
pre- 
viously ascertained by law, and to be 
informed of the nature and cause of 
the accusation; to be confronted with 
witnesses against him; to have com- 
pulsory process 
for 
obtaining wit- 
nesses in his favor, and to have as- 
sistance of counsel for his defense." 


Thus declares the constitution of the 
United States. 
The rights enumerated 
are 
thus 
protected 
against 
national 
laws and national officials. 
Substan- 
tially the same declaration is found in 
most 
of the state constitutions 
and 
thus the states are kept f r o m inter- 
fering with the rights of trial by jury. 


In civil cases, also, the federal and 
state constitutions guarantee 
a 
trial 
by jury when the cause is large enough 
to w a r r a n t it—the provision 
of 
the 
United States constitution requires that 
the 
a m o u n t 
in 
controversy 
exceed 
twenty dollars. 


In practice m a n y cases are decided 
by the judge but in all criminal cases 
and most civil cases a jury trial may 
be demanded 
in state 
and federal 
courts. 


The right to trial is safeguarded be- 
yond attack but the right may be nul- 
lified if care is not taken to see that 
the judgment is the "fair judgment of 
his peers" and not the judgment of a 
packed jury selected by an unfair sys- 
tem. 
The constitution should go f u r - 
ther t h a n merely declare the right to 
a jury trial and require a fair method 
of selection of jurors. 
Without it the 
mere provision for a jury trial m a y 
not a m o u n t to much. 


In m a n y states the idea is develop- 
ing that civil cases may be decided by 
a three-fourths or five-sixths vote of à 
jury instead of requiring a unanimous 
vote. 
This pi-events 
the 
stubborn 
man on a jury from preventing a de- 
cision in the face of the facts. 
The 
question will undoubtedly be consider- 
ed by the Indiana convention.

''The Supreme Test of the Nation Has Come; We Must I 
All Speak, Act and Serve Together.^^—Woodrow Wilson, i 


My Fellow-Countrymen: 
The 
en- 
trance of our own beloved country into 
the grim and terrible war for democ- 
racy and human 
rights 
which 
has 
shaken the world 
creates 
so 
many 
problems of national life and action 
which call for immediate 
considera- 
tion and settlement that I hope you 
will permit me to address to you a few 
words of earnest counsel and appeal 
with regard to them. 


We are rapidly putting our na\'j'' 
upon an effective war footin;^', and are 
about to create and equip a great army, 
but these are the simplest parts of the 
great task to which we have addressed 
ourselves. 


There is not a single selfish element, 
so far as I can see, in the cause we are 
fighting 
for. 
We are fighting for what 
we believe and wish to be the rights of 
mankind and for the future peace and 
security of the world. 


To do this great thing worthily and 
successfully we must devote ourselves 
to the service Avithout regard to profit 
or material advantage and with an en- 
ergy and intelligence that will rise to 
t h e level of the enterprise itself. 


W e must realize to the 
full 
how 
iireat the task is and how many things 
how many kinds and elements of ca- 
])acity and service and self-sacrifice it 
involves. 


The Things Wc Must Do. 


These, then, are the things we must 
do and do well, besides 
fighting—the 
things without which 
mere 
fighting 
would be fruitless: 


We must supply abundant food for 
ourselves and for our armies and our 
seamen not only but also for a large 
part of the nations with whom we have 
now made common cause, in whose 
support and by whose sides we shall 
be 
fighting; 


W e must supply ships by the h u n - 
dreds out of our shipyards to ra.rry to 
the other side of the sea, submarines 
or no submarines, what will every day 
be needed there, and abundant jnate- 
rials out of our fields and mines and 
our factories with which not only to 
clothe and equip oi.r own forces on 
land and sea, but also to clothe and 


great national, a great 
international 
service a r m y — a notable and honored 
host engaged 
in the service of 
the 
nation and 
the 
world, the 
efficient 
friends and saviors of free men every- 
where. 


Thousands, nay, hundreds of thou- 
sands, of men otherwise liable to mil- 
itary service will of right and n,eces- 
sity be excused f r o m that service and 
assigned to the fundamental; sustain- 
ing work of the fields, and factories, 
and mines, and they Avill be as much 
part of the great patriotic forces of 
the nation as tiie men under fire. 


This AVord to Fanners. 


I take the liberty, therefore, of ad- 
dressing this word to the f a r m e r s of 
the country and to all who work on the 
f a r m s : 
The supreme need of our own 
nation and of the nations with which 
we are co-operating is an abundance 
of supplies, and 
especially 
of 
food- 
stuffs. The importance of an adequate 
food supply, especially for the present 
year, is superlative. 


AVithout a b u n d a n t 
food, alike 
for 
the armies and the peoples now at war, 
the whole great enterprise upon which 
we have emba.rked will break 
down 
and fail.- 


The world's food reserves are low. 
Not only during the present emergency 
but for some time a f t e r peace shall 
have come both our own people and a 
large 
proportion 
of 
the 
people 
of 
Europe must rely on the harvests In 
America. 


Upon the f a r m e r s of this country, 
therefore, in large measure rests the 
fate of the war and the fate of the na- 
tions. 
May the nation not count upon 
them to omit no step that will increase 
the production of their land or that 
will bring about the mo.-^t effectual co- 
operation in the sale and distribution 
of their products? 


The time is short. 
It Is of the most 
imi)erative importance that everything 
possible be done and done immediately 
to m a k e sure of large harvests. 
I call 
upon young men and old 
alike

to accept and act upon this duty—to 
turn in hosts to the f a r m s and m a k e

quirements of our task than they have 
been; and what I want to say is that 
the men and the women who devote 
their thought and their energy to these 
things will be serving the country and 
conducting the 
fight 
for peace 
and 
freedom .iust as truly and just as effec- 
tively as the men on the battlefield or 
In the trenches. 


The industrial forces of the coun- 
try, men and women alike, will be a

perfect every 
process; and I AA'ant only to remind his 
employes that their service is abso- 
lutely indispensable and is counted on 
by every man who loves the country 
and its liberties. 


Let me suggest also that every one 
Avho creates or cultivates a 
garden 
helps and helps greatly to solve the 
problem of the feeding of the nations, 
and that every houseAvife AA^ho prac- 
tices strict economy puts herself in the 
ranks of those who serve the nation. 


Wastefulness Is Wicked. 


This is the time for America to cor- 
rect her unpardonable fault of waste- 
fulness and extravagance. 
Let every 
man and every 
woman 
assume the 
duty of careful, provident use and ex- 
penditure as a public duty, as a dic- 
tate of patriotism Avhich no one can 
noAv expect ever to be excused or for- 
giA'en for ignoring. 


In the hope that this statement of 
the needs of the nation and of the 
world In this hour of supreme crisis 
may stimulate those to Avhom it comes 
and remind all who need reminder ot 
the solemn duties of a time such as the 
Avorld has never seen before. I beg 
that all editors and publishers every- 
where will give as prominent publica- 
tion and as Avide circulation as pos- 
sible to this appeal. 


I A'enture to suggest also to all ad- 
A-ertising agencies that 
they 
would 
perhaps render a very substantial and 
timely serA'lce to the country if they 
Avould give it Avidespread 
repetition. 
And I hope that clergymen will not 
think the theme of it an unAvorthy o; 
inappropriate subject of comment and 
homily from their pulpits. 


The supreme test of the nation has 
come. 
We must all speak, act and 
serve together!

ment, or book written or prnted 
in 
cipher or in which there may be in- 
visible writing. 


"Your co-operation in enforcing this 
proclamation is earnestly desired; and 
you are requested, if possible, to post 
notices or otherwise notify all alien 
enemies within your locality to bring 
to police headquarters and surrender 
any and all articles which it is unlaw- 
ful to have in their possession. 
A de- 
tailed receipt should be given for all 
articles so surrendered, 
and 
at 
the 
close o'f the war such articles shpuld 
be returned. 


"Any such enemy who fails to sur- 
render 
such articles within 
twenty- 
four hours a f t e r public notice given 
by you, will be subject to s u m m a r y ar- 
rest if such articles shall be found in 
his possession; and the articles will be 
seized and forfeited to the use of the 
United States.

It Is incumbent upon the own- 
ers themselves to close their stations. 
Failure to close stations will result in 
Its apparatus being confiscated by the 
government. The owners of a stat'on 
operating in defiance of this order will 
be under suspicion of an enemy alien. 
It is requested that full publicity be 
given this notice, in order that all per- 
sons may be acquainted with these i-e- 
quirements."

Many of these rights have become so 
intimately a part of the people's con- 
science and life that a violation of 
them is hardly possible even without 
constitutional check, but the people 
make doubly sure by clearly declaring 
them in their constitutions. 


For centuries the struggle for reli- 


gious freedom ragec throughout the 
world and was finally settled forever 
in favor of freedom. From the earliest 
state constitution the principle has 
been embodied in the fundamental 
laws of the states and we recognize 
it universally. 
"All men shall have the right to 


worship God according to the dictates 
of their own consciences." 


"No preference shall be given by 


law to any creed and no man_shaU be 
compelled to attend, erect, or support 
any place of worship against his con- 


t." 
' 
, . 
No religious test shall be required 


as a qualification for any office." 


No money shall be drawn from the 


treasury for the support of any reli- 
gious or theological institution." 


Thus run the phrases of the bill of 


rights of Indiana in safeguarding reli- 
gious freedom again the assaults of 
bigotry and prejudice. 


These provisions In the state con- 


stitution protect against state and 
local laws and official acts while sim- 
ilar provisions in the federal consti- 
tution protect against the laws and 
acts of the federal government. 


The right to speak and write freely 


one's opinion is guaranteed by all 
modern constitutions subject only to 
the limitation that a person shall be 
liable for the abuse ot the privilege. 
Free speech Is the corner-stone of Eng- 
lish liberty and w« inherited it and 
further strengthened it by bold asser- 
tion of the right. 
Throughout our 


whole history it has been fostered. 
We have allowed grave abases at 
times because It seemed better to al- 
low error and abuse to correct error 
and abuse rather than to Interfere 
with a right ao fundamental. 


The United States constitution de- 


clares. "Congress shall make no law 
. . . abridging the freedom of 
speech of the press" and the Indiana 
state constitution declares that: "No 
law shall b« passed restraining; the 
free Interchange of thought and opln- 


man shall have the right to the law- 
ful judgment of his peers." 
"In all criminal prosecutions, tne 


accused shall enjoy the right to a. 
speedy and public trial by an Impartial 
jury of the state and district wherein 
The crime shall have been committed, 
which district shall have been pre- 
viously ascertained by law, and to be 
informed of the nature and cause of 
the accusation; to be confronted with 
witnesses against him; to have com- 
pulsory process for 
obtaining wit- 


nesses in his favor, and to have as- 
sistance of counsel tor his defense.' 


Thus declares the constitution of the 


United States. The rights enumerated 
are thus protected against national 
laws and national officials. 
Substan- 


tially the same declaration is found In 
most of the state constitutions and 
thus the states are kept from inter- 
fering with the rights of trial by Jury. 


In civil cases, also, the federal and 


state constitutions guarantee a trial 
by jury when the cause is large enough 
to warrant It^-the provision pf the. 
United States constitution requires that 
the amount in controversy exceed 
twenty dollars. 
In practice many cases are decided 


by the judge but in all criminal cases 
and most civil cases a jury trial may 
be demanded 
in state and federal 


courts. 
The right to trial is safeguarded be- 


yond attack but the right may be nul- 
lified if care is not taken to see that 
the judgment is the "fair judgment of 
his peers" and not the judgment of a. 
packed Jury selected by an unfair sys- 
tem. The constitution should go fur- • 
ther than merely declare the right to 
a jury trial and require a fair method 
of selection of jurors, 
mere provision for 
not amount to much.

In the excitement of great crises 


and in the turmoil of politics there Is 
often danger that the majority in 
power may attempt to suppress indi- 
vidual opinion or the opinion of tho 
minority. 
Sometimes there appears 


justification for such action when 
vicious attacks arc made such as thoso 
which were hurled against Washlng- 
on and Lincoln In times of national 
distress: but in the long run, freedom 
0 express the right opinion is better 
han tho power to suppress the wrong 
opinion. 
"Tho power to suppress 


opinion Is Illegitimate," said John 
Stuart Mill In his great work. "On 
liberty." "Tho best government has 
no more title to it than tho worst." 


Men may not slangcr nor libel other 


men without standing the 
conse- 


quences. Free speech and press is 
not a license to produce falsehoods 
about others with impunity. 
Every 


man has a constitutional right to ap- 
peal to the courts to protect him in 
his person, property or reputation. It 
Is not to protect miscreants who slan- 
der and libel but to enable people to 
publish the truth for justifiable ends. 
Primarily it is a protection against 
arbitrary action of any government 
which seeks to suppress opinions con- 
trary to its purposes. 
"Every man's house Is his castle," 


is a phrase which expresses tho right 
of the people to be secure In the!) 
homes against any unlawful Interfer- 
ence. It is an Intolerable condition 
when public officials or police ofTcors 
may enter a man's house to make a 
search without a. warrant. 


Americans have protested against 


any such searches and from the days 
when English officers claimed the 
right to search the homes of the colo- 
nists for smuggled goods It has been 
a cardinal principle. In those days 
James Otis, who left the employ of the 
crown to defend the colonists who re- 
sisted search under the "writs of as- 
sistance" declared: "Now one of the 
most essential branches of English 
liberty is the freedom of one's house, 
and whilst he is quiet, he is as well 
guarded as a prince in his castle." 
This writ if it should be declared legal 
would totally annihilate this privilege. 
Custom house officers may enter our 
houses when they please. We are 
commanded to penult their entry. 
Their menial servants may enter, may 
break locks, bars and everything in 
their way. . . . It appears to me 
the worst instrument of 
arbitrary 


, power, the most destructive of English 
' liberty and tha fundamental principle 


1 of law that ever was found in an 
English law book." 


; 
To safeguard those rights forever, 


'' the federal constitution declared "Tho 
right of the people to be secured In 
their persons, houses, papers and ef- 


i fects against unreasonable searches 
i and seizures shall not be violated and 


no warrants shall issue, but upon prob- 
able cause, supported by oath and affir- 
mation, and particularly describing the 
place to be searched and the persona 
or things to be seized." This clause 
protects against search and seizure by 
federal officials and not against search 
and seizure by state officials but In- 
diana adopted exactly the same clausi 
in its constitution and thus safeguard 
ed the people against any search ex 
cept upon a warrant properly issuec 
to search a particular place for par 
tlcular things. 


The right of trial by jury came t< 


us out of tho struggle of the English 
people for liberty and was adopted by 
this country without change. 
Ou 


constitutions safeguard this right as 1 
was given to them from England and 
everywhere we recognize that every 


In many states the Idea Is develop- 


ing that civil cases may be decided by 
a three-fourths or five-sixths vote of a 
jury Instead of requiring a unanimous 
vote. 
This prevents 
the 
stubborn 


man on a Jury from preventing a de- 
cision in the face of the facts. 
The 


question will undoubtedly be consider- 
ed by the Indiana convention.

PRESIDENT'S APPEAL TO THE PEOPLE 


"The Supreme Test of the Nation Has Come; We Must 
All Speak, Act and Serve Together."~-~Woodrw Wilson 


My Fellow-Countrymen: 
The en- 


trance of our own beloved country into 
the grim and terrible war for democ- 
racy and human rights which has 
shaken the world creates so many 
problems of national life and action 
•which call for immediate considera- 
tion and settlement that I hope you 
•will permit me to address to you a few 
words of earnest counsel and appeal 
with regard to them. 


\ye are rapidly putting our navy 


upon an effective war footing, and are 
about to create and eeju'p a great army, 
but these .are the simplest parts of the 
great task to which we have addressed 
ourselves. 
There Is not a single selfish element, 


so far as I can see, in the cause we are 
fighting for. 
We are fighting for what 


•we believe and wish to be the rights ol 
mankind and for the future peace and 
eeeurity of the world. 


To do this great thing worthily and 


successfully we must devote ourselves 
to the service without regard to profit 
or material advantage and with an en- 
ergy and Intelligence that will rise to 
the level of the enterprise itself. 


"We must realize to the full how 


great the task is and how many things 
how many kinds and elements of ca 
paclty and service and self-sacrifice 1 
involves. 
The Tilings We Must Do. 


These, then, are the things we must 


do and do well, besides fighting — the 
things without which mere fighting 
would be fruitless: 


We must supply abundant food for 


ourselves and for our armies and our 
seamen not only but also for a large 
part of the nations with whom we have 
now made common cause, In whose 
support and *y whose sides we shall 
be fighting: 
We 'must supply ships by the hunt 


dreds out $t our shipyards to carry to 
the other side of the sea, submarines 
or no submarines, what will every day 
be needed there, and abundant mate- 
rials out of our fields and mines and 
our factories with whjch not only to 
clothe and equip °vc <>wn forces on 
land and sea, but also to clothe and 
support -our people for whom the gal- 
lant fellows under arms can no longer 
work, to help clothe and equip the 
armies with which we are co-operating 
in Europe, and to keep the looms and 
manufactories there In raw materials: 
coal to keep the fires going in ships at 
sea and In the furnaces of hundreds ot 
factories across tho sea: steel out of 
i-hlc'h to make arms and ammunition 
I'oth here and there: rails for worn- 
out railways back of the fighting 
i -onts: locomotives and rolling stock 
ta take the place of those every day 
KOlnsc to pieces: mulee, horses, cattli 
for labor and military service: evehy- 
thlng with which the people of Eng- 
land and France and Italy and Russia 
have usually supplied themselves but 
cannot now afford the men, the ma- 
terials or the machinery to make. 


..... Efficiency Great Need. 
^ It is evident to every thinking man 
that our 'Industries. In farm*, In ship- 
yards. In the mines, to the factories. 
must be made more prolific and more 
efficient than ever, and that they must 
be more economically managed and 
bettor adapted to th» particular re- 
quirements of our task, than they have 
been; and what I want to say Is that 
the men and the woman who devote 
their thought and th.lr energy to these 
things will be serving the country and 
conducting the fight for peace and 
freedom just as trul>and Just as effec- 
tively as tho men on the battlefield or 


e n 
forces of the coun- 


try. men and women alike, will be a 


great national, a great international 
en-ice army—a notable and honored 
host engaged In the service of the 
nation and the' world, the 
efficient 


'riends and saviors of free men every- 
where. 


Thousands, nay, hundreds of thou- 


sands, of men otherwise liable to mil- 
tary service will of right and neces- 
sity be excused from that service and 
assigned to the fundamental, sustain- 
ing work of the fields, and factories, 
and mines, and they will be as much 
part ot the great patriotic forces of 
the nation as the men under fire. 


This Word to Farmers. 


I take the liberty, therefore, of ad- 


dressing this word to the farmers of 
the country and to all who work on the 
farms: The supreme need of our own 
nation and of the nations with which 
we are co-operating is an abundance 
of supplies, and especially of food- 
stuffs. The importance of an adequate 
food supply, especially for the present 
year, is superlative. 


Without abundant food, alike foi 


the armies and the peoples now at war 
the whole great enterprise upon which 
we have embarked will break down 
and fail. 
The world's food reserves are low. 


Not only during the present emergency 
but for some time after peace shall 
have come both our own people and a 
large proportion ot the people of 
TKni-nne must rely on the harvests in 
America. 
Upon the farmers of this rour.try. 


therefore, in large measure rests the 
fate of the war and the fate of the na- 
tions. May the nation not count upon 
them to omit no step that will increase 
the production of their land or that 
will bring about the most effectual co- 
operation in the sale and distribution 
of their products? 
The time is short It Is of the most 


imperative importance that everything 
possible be done and done Immediately 
to make sure of large harvests. I call 
upon young men and old alike and 
upon the able-bodied boys of the land 
to accept and act upon this duty—to 
turn in hosts to the farms and make 
certain that no pains and no labor is 
lacking in this great matter. 


Appeal to the South. 
I particularly appeal to the farmers 


of the south to plant abundant food- 
bluffs as well as cotton. 
They can 


show their patriotism In no better or 
more convincing way than by resisting 
tho great temptation of the present 
pries of cotton and helping, helping 


I upon a great pcalo, to feed the .nation 
and the peoples everywhere who are 
lighting for their liberties and for our 


I own- Tho variety of their crops will 


j be the visible measure of their com- 
prehension of their national duty. 


The government ot tho United States 


and tho governments of tho several 
states stand ready to co-operate. They 
will do everything possible to assist 
farmers in securing an adequate sup- 
ply of seed, an adequate force of labor- 
ers when they are most needed nt 
harvest tlmo and tho means of expedit- 
ing shipments o! fertilizers and farm 


' machinery, as well as of tho crops 


themselves when harvested. 


The course of trade shall bo as un- 


hampered as it Is possible to make it, 
and there shall be no unwarranted 
manipulation of the nation's food sup- 


; ply by those who handle it on its way 
to tho consumer. This is our oppor- 


• tunlty to demonstrate tho 
efficiency 


) of a great democracy, and we shall not 


j fall short ot It. 
i 
This let mo say to the middlemen of 


I every sort, whether they are handling 
' our foodstuffs or our raw materials of 
manufacture or the products of our 
mills and factories: The eyes of tho 
country will be especially upon you.

Great Task of Railways. 


To the men who run the railways of 


the country, whether they be managers 
or operative employes, let, me say that 
the railways are the arteries of the na- 
tion's life, and that upqn them rests 
the immense responsibility of seeing 
to it that those arteries suffer no ob- 
struction of any kind, no inefficiency 
or slackened power. 


To the merchant let me suggest the 


motto, "Small profits and quick sen-- 
ice," and to the shipbuilder the 
thought that the life of the war de- 
pends upon him. The food and the 
war supplies must be carried across 
the seas, no matter how many ships 
are sent to the bottom. The places of 
those that go down must be supplied 
and supplied at once. 


To the miner let me say that he 


stands where the farmer does: 
The 


work of the world waits on him. If 
he slackens or fails, armies and states- 
men are helpless. - He also is enlisted 
in the great service army. 


Tha manufacturer does not need to 


be told, I hope, that the nation looks 
to him to speed 
and perfect every 


process; and I want only to remind his 
employes that their service is abso- 
lutely indispensable and is counted on 
by every man who loves the country 
and its liberties. 


Let me suggest also that every one 


who creates or cultivates a garden 
helps and helps greatly to solve the 
problem of the feeding of the_nations-. 
and that every housewife who prac- 
tices strict economy puts herself in the 
•anks of those who serve >he nation. 


Wastefulness la Wicked. 


This Is the time for America to cor- 


rect her unpardonable fault of waste- 
fulness and extravagance. Let every 
man and every woman assume the 
duty of careful, provident use and ex- 
penditure as a public duty, as a dic- 
tate of patriotism which no one can 
now expect ever to be excused or for- 
given for ignoring. 


In the hope that this statement o' 


tha needs of the nation and of tho 
world In this hour of supremo crisis 
may stimulate those to whom it comes 
and remind all who need reminder ot 
the solemn duties of a time sucTi as tho 
world has never Been before, I beg 
that all editors and publishers every- 
where will Slve as prominent publica- 
tion and as wide circulation as pos- 
sible to this appeal. 
I venture *o suggest also to all ad- 


vertising agencies that they would 
perhaps render a. very substantial and 
timely service to the country if they 
would give it widespread repetition. 
And I hope that clergymen will not 
think the theme of it an unworthy or 
Inappropriate subject of comment and 
homily from their pulpits.
